3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particulariy pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 22-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly daim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
Claims 23-26 recite a program that comprise a machine readable medium, generators, etc. A program is 
known for comprising code/instructions. It is not know the meaning of the limitation "program" in the 
preamble. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, 
subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. The claims 2^26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. 

The Claims 22-26 are claiming a "computer program". See the preamble: "A program for creating an 
application". Claiming a program per se is not statutory as set forth under 35 U.S.C. 101 . 

To expedite a complete examination of the instant application the claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
101 (nonstatutory) above are further rejected as set forth below in anticipation of application amending 
these claims to place them within the four statutory categories of invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that fonn the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dan et al., US Pat No. 
6,560,639 61. 

Given the broadest reasonable interpretation of followed claims in light of the specification. 
As per Claim 1 : Dan discloses, A system (See FIG. 2), comprising: 

a controller generator ttiat is adapted to provide an application witti a controller that receives a request for 
data from a user and responds to the request by sending information to the user in a predetermined 
fonnat (See FIG. 3-4); 

and a layout manager generator that is adapted to provide a layout manager that formats a c^rame 
based on configuration infomiation and renders the c-frame (e.g. all the dots in the section Admin, For 
example, see FIG. 7; the designed selections of this configuration information from Web designers will 
render the layout C-frame of FIG. 1 3) as part of the infbnrtation sent to the user in response to the 
request (See the Admin provided in FIG. 9 etc.). 

As per Claim 2 : Dan discloses. The system set forth in claim 1, wherein the controller is adapted to read 
the configuration information from a configuration file (See FIG 7) . 

As per Claim 3 : Dan discloses. The system set forth in daim 2, wherein the configuration file is an 
extensible markup language (VOVH") file (NOTE XML is an extensible HTML file: See contents given in 
FIG. 7). 
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As per Claim 4 : Dan discloses. The sy^em set forth in claim 2, where/n the configuration file contains 
configuration information conesponding to a plurality of portals (HTML code per se that provides to 
connection to a service). 

Asoer Claim 5 : Dan discloses, The system set forth in claim 4, wherein the layout manager is adapted to 
produce a different c-4rame in response to requests received via each of the plurality of portals (HTML 
code per se that provides to connection to a service). 

As oer Claim 6 : Dan discloses. The system set forth in claim 1, wherein the c-frame comprises a header, 
a left side bar and a footer (See FIG. 1 3). 

Asoer Claim 7 : Dan discloses, The system set forth in claim 6, wherein the header comprises a headjsp 
object and a topjsp o/yecf. (Back to FIG. 7, refer to content Objects that render the C-Frame of FIG. 13) 
As per Claims 8-14. and 15-21 : Dan discloses the claimed limitation as addressed in the same reason as 
in Claims 1-7 above, respectively. 

As per Claims 22-26 : Dan discloses the claimed limitation as addressed in the same reason as In aaims 
1 -5 above, respectively.
